Makers of Carriages for Nearly a Century 
Give Up the Fight. 

New York, Oct. 12.—[Special.]—The old

: & Co., with a factory at No, 319 We-t Forty- 


third street and a sulesroom at No. 489 Fifth 
venue, suspended business today and made 
an assignment to John A. Carver of No, 46

The officers of the company at present are 
Joseph C. Smith, President, and R. Schuyler 
Tucker, Secretary and Treasurer. James B. 
Brewster, who is nearly 80 years old, waa un- 
til about three months ago President of tne 
company and persona!ly superintended the 
business of the corporation. 

Mr. Garver said no figures could be 
given as to the extent of the faiure. In his 
opinion the cause of the failure was the gev- 
eral depression of business. 
"A detailed statement of the company’s con- 
dition Jan. 1, 1893. showed as-ets of $323,- 
000 and tiabilities of $162,600.

TEXT OF 


Te Control Raliway: Rates and Compel 
Compliance with Rules, 

New York, Oct, 12,.—([Special.|—The new 
railroad agreement, by far the most [ar- 
reaching and important since the famous 
Weat Shore dealdn 1885, when the New York 
Central leased its young rival, awaits only the 
signatures of the Preswents of the following 
railroad companies: New York Ceutral rail- 
road, Delaware, Lackawanna, and Western, 
Lehigh Valley railway, Pennsylvania a 
road, New York, Lake Erie and Western, . 
timore and Qhio railroad, Chesapeake and 
Ohio, Wabash system, Grand Trunk railway 


of Canada. 

The fuil text of the new agreement will be 
published tomorrow. 

Art. 1. Provides for the codperation of the 
transportation companies “to maintain rates” 
and to carry out the ** purposes of the inter-State 
ecommerce act.” 

Art. 2. Defines the railroad territory inclnded 
in the agreement all the country between the 
prong 1abte, the Ohio River, and thw Atlantic sea- 

ard. 

Art. 8. Names the nine competitive railway 
systems which are parties to the compact. 

Art. 4 Provides that each of the nive railroads 
named shali appoint one director. and the nise 
directors thus chosen shali constitute the Board 
of Control 

Art. 5 provides that each company shal! pay 
its own representative ian the board and the 
board shall not permit any violation of the inter- 
State commerce act, 

Art. 6 regulates the meeting place of the board 
and sets out that its decisions, except to standard 
rates and fares, shail be sabject to appeal to the 
Board of Arbitration, but shali be complied with 
until such appeals are decided. 

Art. 7 provides for the appointment of three 
commissioners, 

Art. 8 provides that the board shall be deemed 
the exclusive agent ana reference representa- 
tive of each couipany party hereto as to the 
aforssaid traffic and in fixing and adjusting 
rates, fares, and charges thereon, and in making 
the rules and reguiations govern the traffic; 
the action of the board. as bere:nafter projected, 
shall control and be bindi on the par- 
ties to this agreement until such rates, 
fa or charges are disapproved by 
the ra of directors of any company party 
hereto. The board shall from time to time con- 
sider and fix such retes; fares. and charges on 
e3.d traffic asm be reasovable and just and 
make ali reasonable ruies and regulations neces- 
sacy fur governing the traffic covered by this 
agreement and shall adopt such ruies as it may 
‘leem necessary for meeting the competition of 
other lines. 

By Art. 9 the board is charged with the duty of 
securing toeach company party hereto an equi- 
table proportion of the competitive tariff cov- 
ered by this agreement so far as can be legally 


one. . 

Art. 10 relates to the course of connecti 
companies not parties to the agreement; an 
Art. ll tothe economical operation of freight 
lines. 

By Art. 12 authority is granted to organize 
joint freight and passenger agencies, and Art. 
18 re. ates to the abolition of sol citing and com 
tracting agencies. The Grand Trunk road, how- 
ever, may appoint solie:ting agents in Capada. 

Followimg are the important additional 


articilea: 

16. Any authorized concession of any nature 
whatsoever that may tend to diminish establi-hed 
tariff rates or fares shail be considered a vi. la- 
tion of this agreement. and any wiilfal violation 
of its provisions or any deviation from the rates.

MORMON CHURCH CAUSES TROUBLE 
! IN DEMOCRATIO PARTY. 


Word Goes Out That the Charch Desires 
the Defeat of Thatcher and, Roberts, 
Candidates for the United States Senate 
«Democratic State Convention May Be 
Reconvened to Take Up the Matter= 
D. BR. Sparks of Alton May | Succeed 
Cook in the Eighteenth District. 


Salt Lake, Utah, Oct. 12.—[Special.]— 
Monday last, at the close of the Mormon con- 
ference, a priesthoo/ meeting was heid, com- 
posed of about 300 men, the same being 
made up of High Priests, Bishops, President 
of the Seventies, Councilors, and other high 
Mormon officials, 

Two Mormon apostles criticised severely 
the action,of Muses Thatcher and B. H. Rob- 
erts, respectively candidates for Unized States 
Senate and the national House of Represeanta- 
tives on the Democratio ticket, they being 
members of the Mormon Church, and it be- 
ing claimed they had no right to take part in 
politics without first having obtained permis- 
sion of the church. 

Immediately rumors were circulated 
throughout Utah that the church de- 
sired the defeat of the Democratic 
ticket. Chairman Powers convened the 
Democratic Executive committee and is- 
sued today an authorized interview declaring 
if the Mormon Church was to interfere in 
political affairs, after promises made that all 
of the people were free to act politi¢aily, the 
Democratic party would resort to extrethe 
measures and take the Democratic ticket from 
the fieid, disbanding the Democratic party, 
and advising the people to vote down the 
Constitution. 

The Democratic Executive committee has 
called the State committee to meet at Sait 
Lake Mouday next. That committee wi'i un- 
doubted!) reconvene the late State convention 
atar eariy date. Theconvention wiil have 
submitted to it the question as to whether it 
shail continue the fight in view of the mani- 
fe.t interference of the church and issue a 
deciaration of independence, appealing to 
the peope of Utah to act politicaliy without 
regard te the wishes of the church authorities 
or whether the Democratic tickets shail be 
taken from the fleid and a return to the old 
condit on of things in Utah.

DO NOT TAKE CLARKE SERIOUSLY. 


Still Believe at Little Rock the Fight 
Will Come Of Oct. 31. 

Clarke’s 
rronunciamento against the fight seems to 
have had little effect on matters at Hot 
Springs, and the indications are the fight 
will be brought off Oct. 31. Attorney Martin 
was here last night and is said to have had ua 
long conference with the authorities, but 
nothing is known of what passed betwee).

men. . 

It is well known here that personally Gov. 
Clarke is not violently opposed to the pro- 
posed contest. He is quoted as having said 
recently seven-tenths of the people of Ar- 
kansas wanted it, two-tenths were indifferent 
in the matter, and that the clamor saised 
ugainst it came from the other tenth part of 
the population. When Judge Duffie brought 
the matter to the Governor's attention in an 
ufficial way, however, he was obliged to act 
and he at once began a close investigation 
of his authority in the premises. 

ln investigating the law Gov. Clarke has 
discovered a lege) tangle that may result in 
giving the fight an unlooked-for advan- 
tage. While examining the law relating to 
prize fights the discovery has been made 
that the act of 1891 making prize-fighting a 
felony was never passed. The trouble was 
the two Houses would not agree on the bill 
and it was sent to a conference committee, 
and when the report Was presented to the 
House it was adopted simply by a viva voce 
vote, the yeas and nays not having been 
called. As the law of 1893 sought to amend 
this act, it would seem there is no law on the 
subject of prize-fighting in this State. 

The law relating to riots, unlawfu] as- 
semblages, etc., passed in 1838, confers ex- 
traordinary powers upon the Governor and 
could perhaps be brought into requisition to 
cover the case should the Governor deem it 
necessary to go to extreme measures. By 
this law, the Governor is authorized to call 
cut the militia without waiting for a re- 
quest for assistance from local authorities 
and is empowered to goa beget force all dis- 
turbers of the peace. Since the Legislature 
refused to appropriate money for the mainte- 
nance of the State militia nearly every com- 
pany of citizen soldiers in the State has dis- 
banded. The more enthusiastic advocates of 
the contest have not lost confidence in tha 
Hot Springs committee and believe the match 
will yet be brought off on schedule time.

** There has been a great deal of silver bull- 
ion shipped Chinaward from San ncisco 
recently,” remarked Director of the Mint 
Preston, “and included in these shipments 
have been a large number of Mexican silver 
dollars which have gone as bu lion. Some 
of the vessels ieaving San Franciecu have 
carried as high as 8,000 ounces of silver. but 
owing to the secretive tendencies of the re- 
finers of the wi ite mecal it has been difficult 
to get the exact figures. One thing is certain, 
however, China has been compelled to buy 
large quantities of silver, Whether it was 
procured for the purpose of helping to pay 
the Japanese indemnity is a matter of con-

“It is much cheaper for China to get silver 
in the West at the market price—about 70 
cents an ounce—than to purchase in New 
York or London, and, in fact, I doubt 
whether silver could be procured in very 
large quantities at New York. There are not 
more than $300,000 in silver in New York 
financial institutions, and hence the West is 
mainly relied upon for the supply of this 
metal, Every ounce of silver that the United 
States Government holds cost a fraction over 
92 cents an ounce, and even if this govern- 
ment was anxious tw seil silver China would 
not be iike y to pay 22 cent: more an ounce 
ae it cou.d buy silver for in the open mar- 

et. 

“There is another drawback against the sale 
by the United States of si: ver bullion to Chiaa 
or any other power, arising from the fact that 
Congress must first authorize such a step.”

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THE LOOP ORDINANCE. 


Some Minor Changes in the Measure Which 
Have Been Agreed to Must Be Made 
First-~Property-Owners Call on Him to 
Urge the Necessity of This Action=I’ub- 
lic Convenience Is Held to Be Para- 
mount«Compensation Clause Left Oute= 
Suit for Rent of Tunnel. 

With a few minor changes made in the 
Union Loop tranchise oraifance, Mayor 
Swift will return it to the City Council! Monday 
night. The amendments, ne doubt, will be 
ngreed to,and then the Mayor will sign it. 
The Mayor fought during the last week for 
the insertion of a compensation clause, but 
submitted yesterday to the arguments of the 
Loop company representatives and the 
pressure brought to bear upon him by prop- 
erty owners who insisted that the building of 
the proposed elevated railroad connection 
was the only feasible solution of the rapid 
transit problem. 

Yesterday wasaday of conferences. The 
final one was in theafternoon. Attorney 
Egbert T. Jamieson, who represented the 
four elevated roads, was closeted for an hour 
and a half with Mayor Swift and Corporation 
Counsel Beale. Charies T. Yerkes was to 
have been present, but a telegram called him 
to New York on business and he left during 
the afternoon for the East. 

When the conference was over and Mr. 
Jamieson emerged from the Mayor’s private 
room the smiié on his face indicated a satis- 
factory ‘agreement had been arrived at. He 
would not ta.k and referred questioners to 
the Mayor for information. 

Mayor Swift said he wou!d sign the or- 
dinance without a compensation clause, He 
said he had dove the best he could for the 
city, but the loop people positively refused to 
agree to any further compensation than what 
is proviaed for in the contract and 
license arrangemente now in existence be- 
twoen the city and the four elevated roada, 
The Mayor said he was convinced that the 
point of double and buraensome tuxation 
tinade by the e:evated roads was a good one 
and he was disposed to be fair, 

B-sides, tue Mayor said, he had received no 
protests from property-owuvers or citizens 
against signing the ordinance without a com- 
pensation ciause, but, on *he contrary, he had 
received a nuiber of communications frum 
substantial business-men,- property-owners, 
and citizeas who urged him to aitaca his sig- 
nature to the ordiuavce in the interest o! pub- 
lic good and for the purpose of affording the 
people depending on the eievated roads bet. 
ter means of getting to and from the business 
center, 7 

Want the Loop. 

The Mayor believed the people wanted the 
loop—w.th a compensahon clause if that 
cou.d be had—but the loop, with or without 
the compensation clause, was the uaniversai 
desire, Thereiore he would sign tne ordi- 
nance when the minor changes agreed upuva 
at yesterday's conference were incorporated, 

These changes are in aubstance and effect 
as follows: 

The insertion of a precautionary provision 
that the maintenance and operation of the 
road shail be subject two aii tne general or- 
divances of thecay nuw in force or which 
muy hereafter pass, 

The iasertion of the word “shall” in the 
section providing that all uniformed police. 
men and firemen of the city are to be carried 
om trains running around the loop without 
charge for trunsport.tion. 

That the giving of the $100,000 indemni- 
fying bond proviwed for in tbe ordinance 
shail not limit the liability of the Lvop com- 
pany to the city in case of suits brought 
against the municipa.ity for damages cuuseu 
tne property of citizens or injuries sustained 
by persons through the operution of tne ioup. 
Tnis was agreed to by the reilroad com- 
panies, The words “in each case” was added 
to the section, lest the question might arise 
that when the $100,000 bond hhd been ex- 
hausiei in one or more euits the liability 
wouid cease, 

The provision about the lighting of street 
Crossings Was alliered to make wmoure detinite 
the agieements of the Luop company to ight 
ali stseet crossings over which its tfacks 


pass. 

An additional section was asked by the rail- 
road coin panies interested, Tais is that all 
the rights and privileges granted by tne ord:- 
nance shoud run to their succesrors or 
ass.gns. The case of the Ajey “L,” now in 
the bands of @ receiver, was cited as an in- 
stance of the necessity of this provision. The

In the second place it is 
aileged the necessary legw.ation would 
have to be secured from General 
Assembly, when in fact tne Legislature has 
noithmg to do with it. The City Council 
alone has the power to extend these grunts or 
make them permanent.

Egbert T. Jamieson, counsel for the North 
Chicugo Street railway company, was asked 
if such a movement was in contempiation. 

“] would certainly be one of the tirst to 
know of it 1f it was true,’’ he said, “and I 
can assure you it has never been taiked of or 
hinted at. There is plenty. of time durmg 
the nexteight years to take the necessary 
legitiinate steps to have our street railway 
gtants extended,” 

HAVE A “CINCH” ON THE CITY. 
©. I. Bonney Says the “LL” Companies 
Need Not Pay Compensation, 

C. L. Bonney, Vice-President of the Me- 
Gano street railway company, says the 
Union Loop company has a “cinch” on 
the city and need not care whether a 
compensation clause is inserted in the 
ordinance or not, Mr. Bonney believes 
the loop company can consistently enter into 
a contract to pay the city $100 for every $1 
of its gross receipts and get the best of the 
bargain in the end. 

** Here’s the way it can be done,” Mr. Bon- 
ney said. ‘As the Union Loop company and 
the elevated r&ilroad companies are the same, 
the loop cumpany can enter into @ contract 
with the city to pay into the pubiic treasury 
annua ly, say $40 for every $1 of its 
gross receipts. Then the loop. officials can 
enter intoa contract with the elevated rail- 
road officials that ‘in consideranuon of $1 in 
hand paid and other valuabie considerations,’ 
the loup cumpany agrees to permit the four 
elevated roads to run their cars, engines, and 
motors over the tracks of the loop company 
for the period of one year. That 
would be a perfectly legal ar- 
rangement, and when the city would 
get around to coliecting the percent- 
age the loop company’s actual. receipts for 
the year would be $4. The city would get 
forty times $4 which is $160, and what could 
itdo about it. The four eievated companies 
being the ioop company they have to bear the 
cost of construction, operation, and maiote- 
nance of the loop, and the receipts are divided 
pro rata among them, se they are just as 
weil otf whether they operate itone way or 
another, 

This phase of the case was submitied to 
Mayor Swilt yesterday. He thought over it 
fur a minute and then said: 

** Weil, that’s a proposition I hadn’t thought 
of, and perhaps it might be carried out.” 


CLAIM FOR $35,000 TUNNEL RENT.

Harry Rubens says that under his ad- 
vice ex-Mayor Hupkins insisted upon pay- 
ment of the claim a year or more. ago, but 
without success. At thattime Mr. Yerkes was 
in Paris and his representatives here would 
do nothing. It is said, however, they cabied 
to him at the request of the city authorities 
and received an answer which, in the opinion 
of certain ex-officials, was in effect a promise 
to settle the account,

Princeton Graduate Advisory Commit- 
tee Makes a Proposition. 

Princeton, N. J., Oct. 12.—{Special.}—Har- 
vard’s chance of getting a game with Prince- 
ton this season apepars to be brightening. 
The executive powers in football matters of 
the two universities are getting together, 
and a game may be the result of their con- 
ferences. Friday a letter was received by 
Cc. C. Cuyler of the Princeton Graduate Ad- 
visory committee from Jos. H. Sears, rep- 
resenting Harvard, and theroutcome of the 
correspondence was a meeting today at 
Princeton of the Graduate Advisory com- 
mittee, com ed of Tracy Harris, New 
York: €.

TREATS LORD SACKVILLE’S EFFU- 
SION WITH CONTEMPT. 


Impression General in London That the 
American Ambassador Will Take No 
Formal Notice of the Outburst of Anger 
Said to Be Directed Against Lord 
Salisbury~Murchison Letter Not the 
First Cause of Englishman's Becoming 
Non Persona Grata.

Londoo, Oct. 12.—[Copyrighted, 1895, py 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World,)|—Mr. Bayard remains at the Mar- 
quis of Bath’s place in Wiltshire and makes 
no answer to the many inquiries from news.

reply to Lord Sackville’s pumphiet. It is 
the general impression he will not do so, 
either in the way of representation to the 
Foreign Office or by a public statement, In 
fact the tone of English comment is uni- 
formly flattering to him and adverse to Lord 
Sack ville. 

The Times New York correspondent, Mr. 
Smalley, cables that the attdck has increased 
his popularity at home, and it undoubtedly 
has done so here. Lord Sackville’s own 
friends are the most severe in their criticisms, 
and some of them have returned to him their 
capies of the pamphiet begging him to with- 
draw it altogether from circulation. The 
Morning Chronicle, indeed, notes its inability 
to see acopy. It is the gossip of the clubs 
that Lord Sackville’s publication was as 
much due to anger against Lord Salisbury as 
against Mr. Bayard. Ever since his return 
from Washington he has sought anotber ap- 
pointment as a vindication, and lately made 
strenuous but futile application for one of the 
Colonial Governorships lately vacant. 

Not Lord Sackville’« First Offense, 

The interesting fact, never hitherto pub- 
lished, may now be made known that the de 
mand for Lord Sackville’s recall was mooted 
in Washington some months before the 
Murchison incident. When Gen. Phil Sheri- 
dan was buried, in the summer of 1888, it 
was noted that while every other legation was 
represented in full uniform at the funeral, 
not a single member of the British Legation 
was present, although invitations were issued 
by the State Department, and the ceremony 
was therefore a national one, absence from 
which on the part of foreign representatives 
could only be regarded as a discourtesy. 

The fact that the famous soldier and com- 


made the absence of any representative of the 
British Legation even offensively ~ discour- 
teous. Inquiry showed that while Lord Sack- 
ville was then away iv Beverley, Mass., the 
First Secretary had been seen in Washington 
the same morning as the funeral, and that an 
invitation had been duly received by him as 
wellag by Lord Sackville at Beverley two 
days before the ceremony.

Lord Sackville’s Outburst of “Hoarded 
Venom” Leaves Him Discredited 


deor—Prooet He Does Not Appreciate 


That Influence His Countrymen. 


New York, Oct. 12,—[Special.}—Seldom is 
it given to a diplomatist to misunderstand 
completely both the nation to which. he is 


has attained to that superexcellence of dip- 
lomatic unfitness. It was in order to dis- 
credit Mr. Bayard in England that he print- 
ed the pamphlet of which Mr. Ballard Smith 
cabled the chief part to the New York 
World. It is evident from the comments of 


in discrediting himself. That is proof 
enough that he does not understand the 
sentiments of honor and decency which In- 
fluence his own countrymen, and his pam- 
phiet is more than proof enough that he 
knows nothing about the United States. 
where he lived for seven years as British 
Minister. 

lord Sackville was known in Washington: 
as a well-meaning, shy, silent, dull man, 
whose highest ambition was to transact the 
routine business of his legation. He had 
been Minister before that to the Argentine 
Republic and then to Madrid,.where he had 
previously been Secretary of Legation. His 
position in Madrid was affected by a social 
indiscretion, dating from his pesidence as 
Secretary, which later led to some domes- 
tic entanglements, well calculated to have 
caused him trouble, especially in Washing- 
ton, but for the kindly silence of that Amer- 
ican press which he now reviles, Trans- 
ferred from the legation in Madrid, which he 
had occupied as Minister for three years, to 
Washington, he seems to have disembar- 
rased his mind with difficulty of the notion 
that social ideas are the same in Anglo- 
Saxon as in Latin faces and that the social 
laxities which were tolerated in Madrid and 
lLtuénos Ayres would be condoned with equal 


efforts were made to undeceive him before 
he left London for his new mission and 
some unsuccessful attempts made to pro- 
tect him against the consequences of his 
early mistake. They were not occasioned 
entirely by sympathy for Lord Sackville 
himself. 
Lost Without an Adviser. 

Such measure of social and diplomatic 
success as’he attained in Washington was 
due to a member of his legation who had the 
quickness and tact in which the minister 
himself was deficient. It happened unluck- 
iiy that this invaluable adviser was absent 
from Beverly, where Lord Sackville was 
staying for the summer, when the Murchison 
letter reached him. The bewildered dipio- 
matist, left to himself, fell an easy prey to 
the designing Osgoodby, whose share in the 
enterprise was discreditable to himself and 
his country. Lord Sackville’s unassisted 
mind was not open to the tolerably obvious 
truth that it was not the duty of an English 
Minister to advise Americans whom they 
ought to elect as President. He wrote the 
letter and the Republicans made use of it, 
which we all remember. 

It may be worth recalling, however, that 
the value of it dawned but slowly on the 
party leaders. The first HKastern paper to 
publish it was the New York Tribune, and 
of so little consequence did the editor of that 
paper think the letter that it was printe.Jl 
on an inside page in small type, and I believe 
without editorial comment. A day or two 
later it was republished conspicuously and 
the tumult began which was to end in Lord 
Sackville’s expulsion from the country. He 
deserved his fate, and the lesson of it was a 
useful one, but the manner of his dismissa! 
was needleasly abrupt. This it was, and noc 
the dismissal itself, which gave Lord Salis- 
bury and the English press what ground 
they had for complaint. 

No European diplomatist, nobody who 
knew what reserve diplomacy exacts from 
him who practices it as a profession, ever 
justified Lord Sackville or denied that he 
had made a mistake fatal to his diplomatic 
reputation. All they urged was that Presi- 
dent Cleveland and Mr. Bayard iad acted 
with precipitation and harshness. There 
was of course the imminent Presidential elec- 
tion and there was the telegram from the 
Democratic National committee: ‘Does 
the President know that the Irish vote is 
slipping out of our hands?” And there was 
the press in its most tempestuous mood, 
and there was, beyond doubt, a strong and 
just popular feeling that the British Minis- 
ter ought to go. 

It would have been possible, nevertheless, 
to avoid offense. An attempt was made to 
induce Lord Salisbury to recall his pleni- 
potentiary, but.Lord Salisbury refused on 
the ground, which was true, that to recall 
him would be to end his diplomatic career. 
The only remark needed on that is that the 
dismissal ended his diplomatic career just 
as effectually. 

Pamphtiet of “ Hoarded Venom.” 

Lord Sackville West has been in retire- 
ment ever since and emerges now with a 
eonfidential letter from Lord Salisbury 
which he brandishes in the face of the world. 
That of ftself shows the man. He isidinca- 
pable of learning a lesson. He has brooded 
for seven years over his grievances, and the 
hoarded venom, to use Macaulay’s phrase, 
of his pamphlet is the expression of his sev- 
en years’ meditations.

The situation in Constantinople is as con- 
fused as ever, though some kina of order has 
been restored in the streets, and the Arme- 
nian victims of Arnienian plots have thought 
it safe to leave the churches, which for a 
time were their only protection against Mus- 
sulman mobs and the Sultan’s police. The 
ill effect of these disturbances is wearing 
off. Sir Philip Currie presses the Porte day 
by day, and Lord Salisbury’s patience, never 
superabundant, is sorely tried, and the Brit- 
ish fleet is at Lemnos, three hours’ steam- 
ing from the mouth of the Dardanelles.

Salisbury, Premier of Great Britain, 
who was enjoying the autumn 
breezes et his estate near that seaport, and in 
the equally harried return from Switzeriand 
of the Rs. Hon. green go Goschen, First Lord 
of the Admiralty, the call for a cabinet 
council, which is to be held early next week. 
The British Mediterranean Squadron has been 
off the Island of Lemnop, not far from the en- 
trance to the Straits of Dardanelles, for two 
weeks past.

Remarkable Document Attracts Wide- 
spread Attention, 

London, Oct. 12.—The will of Mme. Alboni 
(Maria Marsia Alboni Sieger), who died near 
Ville d’Avray in June of last year, has just 
been proved, and its contents have attracted 
much attention in and out of the world 
of amusement. It is quite a remark- 
abie. document. After leaving her jew- 
elry and snug sums of money to her sis- 
ters, brother, and brother-in-law, nephews 
and nieces (the latter receiving 80,000 francs 
each), and remembering her butlers, cook, 
linen women, and chambermaid, the will 
continues saying: 

“I desire a funeral of the second class, 
and to be accompanied to my last resting 
place by fifty male orphans and fifty female 
orphans, to each of whom 20 francs by way 
of gratuity shall be given. These orphans 
shall be selected by the manager of the 
Charity Department and the Bureau de 
Bientaisance of the Highth District, acting 
in concert. I desire no publicity of any kind 
with reference to my death, Letters an- 
nouneing the fact only are to be sent a 
few days after. I bequeath to the Town of 
Lugo, Italy, the. portrait in oils of Rossini, 
in order to carry out. a wish expressed in 
past times by the great master. I estab- 
lished myself in France, at Paris, in 1847, 
and in ali circumstances I have found in 
that adorable country the most sympathetic 
reception and the most perfect courtesy; in 
one word, as a woman and as an artist the 
French have always treated me with the 
greatest consideration. I wish, therefore, 
to show my gratitude forthesame. For this 
purpose I queath to the City of Paris 
10,000 frances of 3 per cent rente in the 
French State, which will go to form savings 
bank books of 250 francseach. These 
shall be inscribed and distributed annually 
by way of encouragement to work to the 
pupils of beth sexes having attained the age 
of 13 years (without distinction of national- 
ity or religion) who attend the classes of 
the public and. gratuitous schools main- 
‘tained by the City of Paris at the rate of 
two books for each district, one for the 
boys and one for the girls.

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DUCHESS PAULINE MATHILDA 
CAUSES A SENSATION. 


One of Wuartemberg’s Royal Howse At- 
tends the Socialist Convcation at 
Breslau in a Scarlet Blouse and Ap- 
plauds the Most Excited Utterances 
of the Spéakers-—Story of Her Ro- 
mantic Marriage to a Physician— 
Other Gossip from Germany.

Berlin, Oct. 12.—The Socialist convention at 
Breslau has been followed by the general 
public with a great deal more interest than 
was the case with the convention of 1894 at 
Frankfort. The warring elements within 
the Socialist party have been sharply ar- 
rayed against each other. ‘The ‘younger, 
more practical, and modcrate wing of the 
party, though two of its ablest Jeaders, Her- 
ren Volimar and Grillenberger, were absent 
through ill-health, displayed great strength. 
This was more especially the case during 
the long and bitter fight which was waged 
over the agrarian program. The Liebknecht 
wing of the party, however, 1s still. domi- 
nant, and the small farmers and farm hands 
throughout Germany will not, therefore, yet 
be welcomed within the ranks of the Social- 
ist army. 

The. convention was in accordance with 
the special instructions issued by Herr von 
Koeller, the Prussian Minister of the Inte- 
rior, and was under severe police supervis- 
ion. Consequently the noisy party demon- 
strations which had been planned could not 
be carried out. A number of foreign dele- 
gates, especially the Austrian delegate, Dr. 
Ellenbergen, were expelled by the poliee on 
the ground they were obnoxious foreigners. 

The congress concluded its labors today. 
Gotha was selected as the next meeting- 
place, and Berlin was chosen as the head- 
quarters of the Socialist party. Herren 
Singer and Bebel wére elected Presidents, 
and Herren Auer and Pfagnkuch were chos- 
en Secretaries. 

Waurtemberg’s Socialist. 

A sensational feature of the convention 
was the presence of the Duchess Pauline 
Mathilda of Wurtemberg, now the wife of a 
wealthy physician of Breslau named 
She is decidedly eccentric, was attired in a 
flaming red blouse, and manifested her in- 
tense socialism by frequently applauding

The enoriage of Duchess Pauline Mathilda 
of Wurtemberg to Dr. Willim was a most 
romantic affair. The doctor, who is a hand- 
some and amiable man, was summoned to 
Carlisruhe,.to attend a member of the Ducal 
family of Wurtemberg, who was seriously 
ill. This was in 1880, and the Duchess Paul- 
ine, who was frequently thrown into the 
society of the doctor in the course of his pro- 
fessional visits to the castle, fell in love 
with him and finally notified her family she 
intended to marry the good-looking physi- 
cian. At first the family strongly op 
the match, but when it was seen the Duchess 
would have her way in any case a reluctant 
consent was given to the marriage. At the 
wedding ceremony the clergyman who of- 
ficiated pointed out the different positions in 
life of the young couple, remarking incident- 
ally the Duchess had come down to the rank 
of her husband. Thie caused the bride to 
exclaim warmly that she did not share the 
clergyman’s view of the case, and that on 


#he contrary she looked up to her Busbend. 


Contrary to general expectations, the 
riage has been a most happy one and th: 
Duchess assists her husband effectively “ 
his practice, accompanying him especially 
on his visits to poor patients and bestowing 
gifts upon those she finds to be most in need 
of assistance. 

The Serious Cologne Case. 

All the persons arrested in connection with 
the Cologne espionage case have been taken 
to Leipsic, where they will be tried in the 
new Reichsgericht building, which is to be 
dedicated Oct. 26 in the presence of Hmperor 
William of Germany and the King of@ax- 
ony. The Minister of War, Gen. Bronsart 
von Schellendorf, has personally investi- 
gated the case and the opinion of the large 
general staff has been obtained of the affair 
which is considered one of the most impor- 
tant ef its kind which has been discovered 
in many yéars. The principal defendant is 
a man named Paul Schoren, a native of the 
lbuchy of Luxemburg, but a naturalized 
Frenchman. He graduated in Paris at the 
Ecole Centrale, which he left with an en- 
gineer’s diploma. Schoren, it appears, had 
a number of confederates in Luxemburg: 
but the most important of them seemed to 
have escaped to Switzerland, having in some 
unexplained manner been warned they were 
under suspicion and their arrests contem- 
plated. The evidence against all the prison- 
ers in any case suffices to insure their con- 
viction. The persons in custody are kept 
strictly isolated in the prison at Leipsic. 


Right of Public Meeting. 

The Prussian Cabinet held a meeting 
which lasted four hours Wednesday last 
and discussed the intended modification of 
the Prussian association law, which Herr 
von Koeller has been working at for some 
time past. It is understood the Ministers 
came to the decision he should submit his 
project for approval at a meeting of the 
Cabinet to be held next week, embodying 
his idea in a measure which will be of a re- 
actionary character, curtailing the right of 
public and political meeting, and modeled 
largely after the Saxon law, which is the 
strictest and most illiberal of all the German 
laws dealing with associations. This is in- 
tended to hinder the further growth and 
spread of. Socialism in Prussia. It will be 
the only attempt at apti-Hoatatist legislation 
which will be made during the coming win- 
ter and “ is confidently expected the bill 
will pass the Prussian Diet, whose com po- 
sition is dely different from -that of the 
Reichstag. 

More Salary for Teachers. 

A bill will also be introduced in the Prus- 
sian Diet to increase the salaries of public 
teachers who are notoriously underpaid, 

Sugar Bounties. 

The question of sugar bounties is again 
under discussion. International negotia- 
tions for the abolition of the export premi- 
ums on beet sugar are being vigorously 
pushed, and it is hoped France and Austria 
will agree to this proposition. If the nego- 
tiations fail a reorganization of German 
sugar legislation is contemplated. As the 
law stands, Germany is bound to cease pay- 
ing bounties in 1897.

Turner’s House at Chelsea to Be Used 
as a Home for Poor Painters. 
London, Oct. 12.—Following upon the pur- 


‘chase, for use as a museum, of the house 


formerly occupied by the late Thomas Car- 
lyle at Chelsea, and the successful accom- 
plishment of that undertaking, it has been 
proposed to purchase the house formerly oc- 
cupied by Turner, the great English paint- 
er, which is also located at Chelsea. The 
first idea was to convert the Turner house 
into a muséum, but that proposition, well 
under way, was suddenly killed by the fact 
that some person wrote to the throw- 
ing doubt upon the statements that the house 
was really occupied by Turner, and hinting 
that if he did stay there for a time it was 
for purposes other than those of art. 

The price asked for the property was 
$7,500, and a lady had also guaranteed to 
pay that sum for the property in order that 
it might be converted into a Turner muse- 
um, but the intimation conveyed in the 
communication to the Times was more than 
the lady in question could be expected to bear 
up under, and she promptly withdrew her 
offer to supply the funds for the purchase 
of the house. 

Since then, however, it has been definitely 
established that the house at Chelsea was 
really Turner's residence, and steps are 
again being taken to purchase the house 
and convert it, with others adjoining, into 
refuges or homes for unfortunate land- 
scape painters.

BIG fPTRIKE BEGUN AT BELFAST. 


It Will Assume Serious Proportions 
Unless Soon Averted, 

London, Oct. 12.—The threatened shipping 
strike at Belfast and on the Clyde will be a 
big affair unless trouble is soon averted. 
The seat of the strike is at Belfast, where 
the engineers are striking for higher wages 
in view of improved trade.

Pliny and other classical authors 
give accounts of discoveries of bodies in 
graves running up to one hundred feet or 
more in length. ost of these tales arose 
from the finding of bones of extinct ani- 
mals of great size, such as mammoths, 
megatheriums,.and whales. The thigh 
bones, vertebre, and certain other bones of 
the mammoth are astonishingly like those 
of man magnified.

THE SCHOOL BOARD | “INVESTIGATION. 

Mr. William Vocke, an ex-member of the 
Board of Education, and a competent critic 
of school methods both’ from the business 
and educational standpoint, states the 
situation in which the board finds itself, and 
the remedy for it, clearly and tersely when 
he says that there never was a time before 
when so many pupils were in the half-day 
divisions and in rented buildings.

- Pasteur and others ‘have discovered in 
tecent years that contagious diseases are 
eaused by. “infinitely little” organisms 
called “microbes,” and that contagious dis- 
eases produce microbes which, either as 
microbes or their products, will in turn pro- 
duce the disease in those who are well. By 
this discovery and subsequent reasonings 
men have learned how to fight disease in 
a way undreamed of by our forefathers. 
It is the aim of all true physicians now to 
so guard their patients as to have no disease 
totreat. The work of Boards of Health has 
been revolutionized by the discovery of the 
microbes and of the work they do, and it is 
wonderfully successful by comparison with 
the ancient method of relying solely on quar- 
antine or on running away in the case of 
contagious diseases. The record of the 
work of the Board of Health of the City oi 
New York in 1892 is an example of absolute 
control of contagious disease. There were 
eleven cases of cholera, but not one sec- 
ondary case, not one in which the conta- 
gion traveled from the sick tothe well. The 
microbes of the disease were destroyed as 
fast as they appeared. It would be impos- 
sible today for the plague to ravage any 
city in the civilized world as it ravaged Lon- 
don in 1065. 

Dr. Cyrus Edson makes substantially 
this statenient of the case in the October 
number of the North American Review, 
and he notes that the study reveals more 
clearly day by day the close connection that 
exists between the health interests of all 
members of the community, rich as well as 
poor. The microbe of disease is no respecter 
of persons. It cannot be guarded against 
by a large bank account. It is true that if 
the body be well nourished, warmly clad, 
and properly housed, wealth protects, for 
one whose health is not weakened by ex- 
ternal conditions is less apt to contract dis- 
ease. But excessive demands on nervous 
strength are even worse than those on the 
physical in lessening the ability to resist 
disease, for which reason the conditions 
surrounding those who have wealth in this 
American life are such as to lessen its 
value as a safeguard against the microbes 
beginning their deadly work. 

Hence the microbe has a socialistic side. 
We may only fight diseases in a community 
by meeting it everywhere, and there is a 
direct and very great interest to the man of 
wealth in the well-being of the man of pov- 
erty. Absence of food in the room of the 
latter means that sooner or later disease 
will break out in the room, ind the microbes 
or their spores will in time pass the heavy 
curtains on the windows of the mansion to 
find their prey inside. Nay, the connection 
extends far beyond any single community. 
It embraces the world. The crops.in five 
provinces of Russia failed almost entirely 
in 1889. A widespread famine was the re- 
suit, and many thousands died. These 
poor people were attacked by a simple in- 
fluenza, which under the law discovered by 
Pasteur was intensified in its character by 
their ill-fed condition. Thus a virulent form 
of grippe was produced, a contagious dis- 
ease which spread rapidly along the traveled 
roads of commerce to Germany, France, 
England, and the United States. So there 
were wany funerals in this country because 
thousands of Russian sants were :re- 
dueed to starvation. is is only one in- 
stance out of many. The Board of Health 
of New York City had to fight the cholera 
because there was an unusual drought in 
Persia, near the City of Meshed, when the 
pilgrims gathered there in 1891 at the tomb 
of a Mohammedan saint. During the great 
famines that afflicted the countries of 
Europe and Asia in the middle ages and 
since for every death that occurred from 
starvation and its subsequent exhaustion 
ten persons lost their lives from infectious 
diseases that originated or were intensified 
by the privations entailed by distress. And 
the frightful conditions of the prisons and 
the sufferings of the prisoners in the six- 
teenth century caused an outbreak of 
typhus-fever, which killed not alone the 
wretched criminal but also.the Judges on 
the bench, who thus were punished for their 
tolerance of the conditions in which the dis- 
ease found its birth. This is the lesson

Mexico is not 
equal to the worst panic in this country. 

They are’ not now as ‘comfortable as we 
were when in the depths of the financial and 
industrial depression following the panics 
of 1837, 1857, 1873, or 18938. 

2. Whatever prosperity Mexico has is in 
|} very large part dependent upon the United 
States market and capital, and is thus sus- 
tained by this country, The development 
of its industries is due to the use of capital 
furnished by citizens of this republic who 
have invested many millions there, are in- 
terested in the expansion of its interior 
productiveness and its commercial relations 
with the world outside, and provide or find 
markets for what the Mexicans have to sell. 
‘Hence their markets must improve if 
ours do. 

3. Mexico slid into the depreciated silver 
standard as a consejuengce of adhering 
theoretically to a double standard at the 
ratio of 16% to 1, Mexico is “ bimetallic” 
today on paper, and stands ready to coin 
gold at the named ratio if any were of- 
fered to its mints on those terms. But the 
people of that country frem 1873 forward 
elected to pay in the eheapest money thar 
was legal tender, with the result that gold 
was expelled and cheap silver money is the 
best they have for all interior business; and 
they have to pay an enormous premium for 
gold with which to meet foreign indebfed- 
ness, including interest of money  bor- 
rowed. They began using silver exclusive- 
ly the moment it depreciated to below a 
parity with gold at their ratio, which was in 
1874, and eyer since a few months after 
that time there has not been a dollar of gold 
in circulation in Mexico. The depreciation 
of silver went on from year to year till re- 
cently it took two of their silver dollars to 
buy as much gold, or as much of property 
measured by gold values, as could be bought 
with one of their silver dollars in 1874. 

It took nearly twenty years for the Mexi- 
cans to slide down from 100 per cent money 
to the 50-cetit dollar le¥el, atid they were on 
the down grade all tlle way. There was no 
».Violent shock or perpendicular fall at any 
time, while the free silver cranks in this 
country want ts to plunge down to the de- 
preciated silver basis at éne jump. The de- 
cline on the otlier side of the border was a 
gradual one extending over twenty years, 
and during the decline the Mexicans had a 
very limited business, while whatever pros- 
perity they had, both of the government and 
of the people, was the result of the capital 
and enterprise brought into that from this 
country—which retained the gold standard. 
That alone lifted the Mexicans out of their 
old-time stagnation. The larger and larger 
amounts of good American money which 
went there built up their trade, extended 
their railroad means of communication; 
furnished the markets for most of what the 
Mexicans had to sell to other countries, and 
enabled them to attain and enjoy a little 
prosperity which is unparalleled in the 
annals of that stupid, stagnant country. 

But it is important to remember that the 
prosperity achieved has benefited their 
working classes comparatively little. Labor 
still is miserably paid in comparigon with 
the wage scale in this country, or Pngland, 
or Germany, or even in Italy, and it is said 
by those in a position to know that wages 
have not advanced in Mexico to half corre- 
spond with the depreciation of the purchas- 
ing power in silver, So it is principally a 
few merchants, bankers, and railroad mea 
in that country who are enjoying “ good 
times,” whilé the mass of the people bave 
been kept in the most abject poverty. 

If Charles \F, Adams had actual know]l- 
edge of these conditions he would not have 
committed himself by alluding to the 
“ great prosperity of Mexico.” as a supposed 
reason for wishing to adopt the depreciated

LORD SACKVILLE’S LAST BLUNDER. 

The English papers take Lord Sackville’s 
15,000 pamphlet account of the. way in 
which the Irish got him “ bounced ” when 
he was British Minister in Washington 
during Cleveland’s first term, much more 
seriously than the American journals do. 
That is not surprising, however, for he is 
one of their own diplomats, though on the 
retired list for the last seven or eight years, 
since Cleveland sent him home, and they are 
more saddened than Americans can be by 
this personal account of his Lérdship’s 
stupid performances while representing his 
nation in the capital of the United States. 

Americans are amused when Lord Sack- 
ville tells how he spent ten days with Gen, 
Sherman on the President’s yacht in the 
James River because he “ believed that his 
life was in danger from Irish conspirators,” 
It is known on this side of the Atlantic that 
some practical jokers got the ear of the En- 
glish Minister and made him believe that 
the Irish Invincibles were after his scalp. 
These revelations of his. stupidity do not 
elevate him in the estimation of the British 
public. 

The truth of the matter was that Lerd 
Sackville was “taken in and done for” on 
several oceasions during his diplomatic 
stay over here. He came to grief finally 
over the California Murchison jetter. He 
speaks of his reply to that letter, which 
cost him his high and important job, as be- 
ing “incautious.” It was more than that. 
It showed that he was unfit to be a diplo- 
matist for a great nation or he never would 
have answered it. Furthermore, the letter 
was a sheer fraud on the face of it, as any 
sensible man would have seen. 

The British Premier, Lord Salisbury, 
thought his Minister to Washington had 
been more than “incautious,” for he did not 
give him another diplomatic “job¥ after he 
had been sent away from this country. 
That was the end of his diplomatic career. 
He will not get back into diplomatic life by; 
writing for the edification of the New York 
world a detailed account of the way in 
which the Irish got the better of him. 

This is about the first time that a person 
who has been bunkoed as he was has taken 
people into his confidence to this extent. 

The prime object of this outburst of 
whine on Lord Sackville’s part appears 
to be a wish to huft Mr. Bayard, the 
present American Minister at London, by 
making him odious to the British aristoc-: 
racy, to whom he has been toadying since he 
went to England. Mr. Bayard has done 
nothing, as far as is known, to protect or 
strengthen American interests over there. 
He has not been a robust representative of 
his country. He has devoted himself tothe 
cultivation of the English nobility, and it is 
quite probable that Lord Sackville, seeing 
his success, has determined to let the aris- 
tocracy know what a bad man Mr. Bayard 
was back in 1888, when he consented to 
have him bounced for writing the Murchi- 
son letter. 

How far it is permissible in order to do 
that to disclose private and confidential con- 
versations is a matter about which Ameri- 
cans and Englishmen will not disagree, 
They will both say it is in very bad taste. 
They will be inclined to think a person who

Yan Bokkelen, who 
robbed the Merchants’ Loan and Trust com- 
pany in this city, has been captured in Mex- 
ico, as it might have been expected he 
would be. He surrendered himself, and 
will be brought back to be punished with- 
out extradition. It is absolutely surprising 
that any man of intelligence, holding a posi-. 
tion of trust, can imagine that in these days 
of telegraphs, railroads, steamships, diplo- 
matic agents, Consuls, and police he can 
steal from his. employers, run off and hide 
himself so securely as to avoid detection and 
arrest, especially when his employers are 
prepared with ample resources to run bim 
down. Such a man can no more hide any- 
where on the face of the earth and escape | 
discovery than he could hide in his own 
ward or house and escape. With the pres- 
ent means of discovering embezzlers and 
thieves he is absolutely sure to be caught. 
In such countries a8 we have no extradition 
treaties with the large rewards offered are 
equally sure to result in his apprehension. 
The arrest of Van Bokkelen is another 
warning to all persons holding offices of 
trust that if they betray that trust they are 
sure to be caught and to be brought back 
to punishment, disgrace, and ruin, even if 
they fly to the uttermost parts of the earth, 
unless they, play the role of the suicide and 
hide in the grave. 


Tue Manufactures Record publishes a 
letter from Col. John A. Cockerill, written 
at Yokohama, which contains the statement 
that the Cotton Spinners’ Association of 
Osaka is endeavoring to induce the Japan- 
ese Government to subsidize a line of steam- 
ers to ply between Osaka and Yokohama 
and some point on the west coast of Mex- 
ico. Connecting with the Tehuantepec rail- 
road this line would carry to Japan cotton 
from our Southern States very much more 
cheaply than it now is taken there by way 
of Tacoma. There is room for cheapening, 
if it be true, as stated, that freight can be 
shipped in bulk from New York by way of 
the Mediterranean and the Suez Canal to 
Yokohama for less money than is charged 
for the same today when shipped from San 
Francisco ¢trect across the Pacific to Yoko- 
hama, though there are three rival steam- 
ship lines between Japan and the United 
States. It is prophesied for Japan that it 
will become one of the greatest cotton spin- 
nihg countries In the world and will pur- 
chase 90 per cent of the raw material from 
the United States if transportation rates 
are properly adjusted, The proposed ste..m- 
er line also would favor the sending of some 
of the surplus population of Japan to Mex- 
ico on lands purchased by a company al- 
ready formed for that purpose, and wun- 
doubtedly the establishment of such a line 
would cause a reduction of rates from the 
high ‘altitude now maintained on freight 
sent direct from our Pavific coast to Japan. 


Tas American Agriculturist contains an 
item of mews which indicates at least a 
possibility that the tinplate industry in 
this country will receive afi important set- 
back. Glass packages are to be substituted 
for tin cans. A new vacnum process of 
canning fruits in glass already has been in- 
troduced from Burope among the packers 
of the Pacific slope. All the deleterious 
gases generated in cooking the fruit, and 
even the air, are excluded by this process, so 
that the evil of fermentation is reduced to 
a minimum. The fruit is packed solid, each 
jar containing 90 per cent of fruit and 10 
per cent of syrup, instead of being two- 
thirds fruit and one-third sirup, as has been 
the rule with tin cans. This gives an im- 
portant saving in freight charges, but also 
there is a valuable gain in attractiveness 
and healthful character of the product.

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HAS A NOVEL WAY OF KILLING BATS. 


Henry Cook of Loutsville Uses a Whip 
and Makes Big Bags. 

Only “night owls” are treated to the sci- 
entific exhibition of bat-killing that goes on 
every morning on Jefferson street, between 
Fourth and Fifth... For the last month bats, 
attracted in large tnmbers by the lights, 
have been fluttering about the doors of the 
all-night restaurant near the corner of 
Fourth. From the first Henry Cook has 
taken delight in catching these grewsome 
animals as they flew. 

When they began to appear he used a 
broom, secured from the restaurant, and as 
they darted towards him he knocked them 
down in considerable numbers. His record 
for one night was six. He began to think 
that he was taking an undue advantage of 
ihe animals, so he started to practice with 
the long-lashed whip used by the hack driv- 
ers who stop in front of the restaurant. 

For a while he struck at the bats aimlessly, 
and only succeeded in bagging game once in 
a long while. When he learned to manipu- 
late the whip scientifically he struck with 
the cracker. He has now become-so expert 
that he rarely misses a bat. His eye is so 
keen and his hand-so quick.the he is able to 


follow the bat from the time he sees it and | 


measures the distarice so that the whip lash 
will just reach. He kills almost every bat he 
strikes, and those he does not kill he disables 
so that they fall to the ground and are food 
for the cat. Every morning, between i 
o’clock and 4, he has an interested crowd of 
spectators about him.—Louisville Co 
Journal. 


TO 8sTOP OF GAS. 


The Law Affecting Flambeaux to Have 
a Test in Indiana. 

Wabash, Ind., Oct. 12.—[Special. }—A. J. 
Townsend, a farmer of Blackford County, 
and J. E. Green, manager of the Renner stock 
farm, near Hartford, are under arrest 
charged with violating the natural gas fam- 
beau law, and their trials are set for next 
Monday and Tuesday. The prpsecutions 
are begun by State Gas Inspector Leach, 
who is determined to break up the waste of 
natural gas in flambeaux. Mr. Leach made 
a personal visit Wednesday to the. Renner 
and Townsend farms and notified the own- 
ers that they must at once cease burning 
flambeaux. Three were then burning night 
and day on the Renner farm, while one was 
going constantly on the Townsend place. 
Both men emphatically refused to extin- 
guish the flambeaux, and' Mr. Leach re-

turned to Hartford and swore out the war- - 


rants. The Hartford City Paper company, 
which burns several fambeaux and which, 
it was reported, intended making a test case, 
will obey the law, and has ordered the re- 
moval of the burners. Mr. Leach says he 
has only made a beginning in prosecutions, 
and will travel over the gas field in search 
of other persons thus wasting gas.

institution has kept it for ten years, without 
rane able to collect, The face value of the 
bond is $1,500, and ite present value, count- 
ing accrued interest, is $3,000. The bank 
once tried to collect the account and ob. 
tained a mandamus, ordering the amount 
spread upon the tax rolls, but the order of the 
court Was never e€xectted, and the bank still 
keeps its bond. 

This semi-bankruptcy results. it seems, 
from failure on the part of the islanders to 
pay *heirtaxes. Many of them have scant 
sense of public financial responsibility. Some 
pay all their taxes, others pay a part, and 
some pay none at all. And they are. never 
forced to pay in toto. so great is the clannish- 
i688 Of tlie people as a whole, For this rea- 
son the-county treasury is always low. 

As to State taxes, they are not paid with 
any reguidrity. Take, for example, the 
liquor taxes. There have usually been three 
or four saloons ot the island. and always two. 
But in the last ten years there have been paid 
to the County Treasurer only $1,725, an 
amount several tho doilars short of 
what should bave been paid according to 
State iaw. The foregoing amount is verified 
by Auditor-General Stanley W, Turner. 

It is said that the regulation method of col- 
lecting county bilis is to find some one who is 
about to taxes and discount the “ white 
horse” to him, and the buyer turns in the 
county order as cash to meet his taxes.

A Monarchy in Practice.

The fountain by MacMonnies of the bac- 
chante for the inner court of the Boston 
Public Library is being warmly discussed as 
not serious and bookish enough for so clas- 
sic a position. This is the figure that has 
been bought for the Luxembourg Gallery in 
Paris by the French Government, and Mac- 
Monnies is the first American sculptor so 
highly honored. 

The fountain or group represents a wholly 
rude female figure carrying in her left arma 
chubby babe and holding in her uplifted 
right hand a bunch of grapes. It is full of 
dancing joy and abandon, and the critics of 
cultured Boston have some solid grounds for 
objections. As a work of art there is noth- 
ing to be said of it but praise, and it might 
find a more suitable abiding place than the 
quiet courts of a library. 

It seems that the model who served for 
“the altogether” of this figure was the same 
one who served Gibson, the illustrator, so 
long and well. A wealthy New-Yorker who 
knew nothing of this fell in love with her 
and has since married her. It will be a sur- 
prise to him, to say the least, when he wan- 
ders through the mazes of the Luxembourg 
to see the counterpart of his modern Venus 
in everlasting bronze.

JOURNEY IN THE GREAT FROZEN LAND. 


Gormandizing Feats Performed at a Lap- 
lander Feast of Bleed Soup. 

The journey described in Jackson’s re- 
matkably interesting book had for its main 
purpose the testing of a selected variety of 
équipment, clothing, and food under the con- 
ditions of an Arctic winter, in order that. the 
results might be utilized in a more pro- 
longed and far more’ difficult journey con- 
templated to the unknown Arctic regions 
north of Franz Josef Land. The low 
tundras of Arctic Russia and Siberia, 
though readily accessible and stretching 
on three sides to the confines of civilization, 
possess a winter climate of a severity so 
great that it does not merely exceed the rigor 
of many regions lying farther North, but 
actually reveals the lowest temperature yet 
recorded in the whole of the Arctic basin. It 
was justly reasoned that anything that could 
withstand the rigor of a winter sojourn in 
this region might be safely regarded as com- 
petent tou face she perils of the proposed jour- 
ney farther North. Another object'of the ex- 
pedition was to investigate the condition and 
study the character of “ primitive 
group of the human family, the Samoyeds, of 
the great frozen tundra of Arctic Russia; to 
dwell in their tents, to eat’of their food, to go 
and come. with them fm their daily life, to 
share their labor and their rest; to mark their 
ways.and seek their motives; to note their re- 
lations to one another, and to learn, if possi- 
bie, something of their sense of a vi, idflu- 
ence.”’ With these. objects in view Mr. Jack. 
son set out on his expedition in the latter part 
of the summer of 18938. “autumn was 
devoted to the survey of the Waigatz Island, 
which forms the gateway to the Kara Sea. 
During the winter journeyed by sledge 
nearly 2,500 miles from the frontier of Sibe- 
ria across the Great Tundra, the Perchora 
Valley, the Little Tundra, through Russian 
Lapland, to the Murmanski coast, returning 
to England in the early spring... Mr. Jackson 
well knew what he was to face in starting out, 
and was prepared to accept whatever came. 
As a consequence his physical sufferings were 
hardly more than those which a thiniy clad 
person might experience if compelled 
to walk the streets in order to keep 
warm during a bitter night in mid. 
winter. Much of the time he slept 
out of doors in the snow, preferring it to the 
shelter of the hot and dirty *“chooms’” of the 
Lapps and Samoyeds. is main food was 
reindeer meat, frozen so hard that it would 
sometimes turn the edge ofa hatchet. Oc- 
casionally he joined in a feast of fresh, raw 
deer meat with the natives in their choome or 
tents. The Samoyed, who is inexpressibly 
dirty, cares nothing for cooking.

CANT POST \OF LAUREATE, 


John Vance Cheney Thinks Swinburne 
and William Morris the Only Men in 
Eagland Worthy ofthe Honor—Gives 
His Estimates of Henley and Aus- 
tin—Thinks It Better to Let the Po- 
sition Lie Open than to Put In a 
Mere Substitute Singer. 

Rumor has it in London that Lord Salis- 
bury is about to fill the post of Poet Lau- 
reate, vacant since Lord Tefinyson’s death, 
and this has set the tongues of poets and 
their friends wagging and the pens of news- 
paper correspondents scratching. The re- 
port is that the new Poet Laureate will be 
a journalist: Harold Frederic says this 
may mean William Ernest Henley. George 
W. Smalley ‘thinks it most likely Alfred 
Austin is the man. 

When asked for information about these 

men yesterday John Vance Cheney, librari- 
an of the Newberry Library, said: 
_“T have a very high regard for Mr. Hen- 
ley. He has written some noble verse and 
there might be a worse choice for the office, 
though I am somewhat surprised to hear 
his name mentioned in connection with the 
laureateship. Alfred Austin has written 
@ great amount of stuff, among it all some 
good verse, but I do not regard him as a 
very great poet. 

‘There are only two men in England to- 
day fit for the position, in my opinion. They 
are Swinburne and William Morris. ~The 
latter, it is pretty generally understood, 
is ineligible because of his politics and 
Swinburne is not favored by the people in 
authority. While such poets as these live 
it would seem to me much better to let the 
pasition Me open than to put in a man who 
would be merely a substitute, for a Poet 
Laureate. 

“Tt am reminded of an old fellow who was 
asked to make a Fourth of July oration 
when the orator of the day could not come. 
He said, ‘I can’t fill the place of the man 
who was to speak, but I'll rattle around in it 
as best I can.’ 


Best or None at All. 

“Well, I think there should be no ‘rattling 
around’ in the laureateship. I believe in 
the Office and think its maintenance a good 
thing for England and for English let- 
ters, but I want to see the best living En- 
glish poet get the post. If there is to bea 
Poet Laureate ne should be the greatest poet 
England has. I should like to see some in- 
stitution in this country on the order of the 
French Academy. 

“But, aside from this, I say, I think very 
highly of Henley’s work; yet, with two such 
men on the ground as Swinburne and Will- 
jam Morris, I think it would be wrong to 
make him Poet Laureate. If the government 
would do away with such requirements as 
the occasional tributes to the royal family, 
in honor of the Queen’s birthday, and all 
that sort of thing, and make the laureste- 
ship purely a literary distinction, it woald 
be much better and even Swinburne could 
be appointed without an hesitancy.’”’ 

William Ernest Henley was born at Glou- 
cester in 1849, His early education was re- 
ceived in his native city. In his youth and 
early manhood he suffered much from poor 
health. In 1873, while an inmate of Old 
Infirmary Hospital, Edinburg, he was dis- 
covered by Robert Louis Stevenson, who 
induced him to take up literature as a call- 
ing and became his life-long friend, many 
years later writing several plays in collab- 
oration with him. , 


Henley in Journalism. 

Henley went to London on Stevenson’s 
suggestion and became one of the editors of 
the “‘Magazine of Art.” Later he started 
the Scots Observer, a weekly paper of 
comment and criticism upon new and orig- 
inal lines. This was afterward changed to 
the National Observer, which was sus- 
pended last year. At the beginning of the 
ereerns year Henley became editor of the 

ew Review. 

Henley’s prominence is not due so much to 
the quantity of his writings as to their 
quality, and the priticiples suggested by 
them, He is strongest a¥ @ poet, though his 
criticism is keen, incisive, usually just, and 
of delightful originality. eis of an active 
and eager temperament and. in intellectual 
vivacity he is su perhaps, by no liv- 
ing English writer. The strength of his 
2 medal lies in its modernness and its manly 

gor. . 

The list of his published works is small: 
“A Book of Verses,”’ 1888; “Views and Re- 
views: Essays in Appreciation,” 1800; ‘“‘Lyra 
Heroica, a selection of English Poems for 
Boys,”’ 1892; ““‘The Soe of the Sword and 
Other Verses,” 1892; “Three Plays’’ (with 
Robert Louis Stevenson), 1893. Besides 
these he has printed one or two.memorial 
art catalogues and a monograph on Sir 
Henry Raeburn. He is now at work on 
“The Tudor Translations’ and on an ail- 
thology of the best English prose, the vol- 
umes of which are being brought out in this 
cuvuntry. 

Sketch of Alfred Austin. ‘ 

Alfred Austin was born at Headingley May 
30, 1835. His father was a merchant of Man- 
chester and his mother was a sister of 
Joseph Locke, the eminent civil engineer. 
Both were Roman Catholics, therefore their 
s0n was educated at Catholic schools and 
took his degree from the University of Lon- 
don in 1853. He was forced into the law 
against his will, and called to the bar in 
1857. He wished to follow ‘literature, and 
published a novel while yet a minor. 

Austin’s first book of verse was ‘* The Sea~ 
son,”’’a satire, published in 1861. In 1862 he 
printed “The Human Tragedy: a Poem.” 
Since that time his output has averaged a 
volume a year. In 1892 Macmillans issued 
a collected edition of his poems in six vol- 
umes. Since 1892 he has brought out 
“ Fortunatus, the Pessimist "; “ England’s 
Darling, and Other Poems,” and a prose 
work called “* The Garden That I Love.”’ 

In 1869 Austin published “A Vindication 
of Lord Byron,” which occasioned Mrs. 
Stowe’s article, “The Trye Story of Lord 
Byron’s Life.”” He has written much for 
the Standard, of which paper he is one of the 
editors, and for the Quarterly Review. He 
was special correspondent of the Standard 
at headquarters of the King of Prussia in 
the Franco-Pru mn war, and has since 
published several political writings. He was 
one of the founders, in 1883, of the ‘“‘ National 
Review,” and edited that magazine until 
two years ago.

‘But there was one thing in the town.of 
which he never tired and that was the the- 
ater. To be sure, it was only a variety 
theater, but he never knew anything about 
the legitimate drama, and not knowing, 
missed nothing.

The newsboys were 
deprived of their stocks In no time; the re- 
serve supply in the Chronicle office was im- 
mediately exhausted, Further particulars, 
a@ continued story, had been coming to us in 
the intervals until midnight—a run which, 
as it chanced from later circumstances, was 
to be continued far two days to come. 
Meanwhile in. the Chronicle office some- 
thing else had happened.’ A train was just 
Starting for St. Joseph. It was not an ordi- 
nary case. Hither Frank O’Neil or I must 
so. Wesquabbled a minute and then one of 
uS suggested that we ‘‘fiipa copper.” O'Neil 
threw up a penny and I shouted “head.” It 
came right side ‘lip, and within ten minutes 
I was on thetrain. ; 

I reached St..Josephin themorning. Jesse 
James had been killed the day before. Un- 
der the name of Mr. Howard he had been 
living in a little squat, clapboarded house on 
a Clay sidehill in the eastern subufbs. With 
him had been for some time Charley and Bob 
Ford. Charley Ford, the elder of-the two 
brothers, James knew very well. Bob was a 
later acquisition. I think it-was the idea of 
Jesse James to make these two boys future 
train robbers With him. Possibly. the elder 
had already been with him, in an inefficient 
way, On one expedition. It is probable that 
through Charley Bob was introduced to the 
confidence of Jesse’ James. I do hot know, 
and I do not think that it was ever known 
in detail, either to Gov. Crittenden or any 
one else, just how through Charley the two 
boys secured the suspicious mah’s confi- 
dence and were accepted by him as future 
confederates, while he was living as Mr. 
Howard in this little frame house in the St. 
Joseph suburbs. They got there somehow. 
it is sufficient tosay that, s6mechow, he ac- 
cepted them. Yet these two boys—mere 
boys—had gone there, and had done so, tak- 
ing their lives in their hands with the sole 
intention, after their. understanditne with 
Gov, Crittenden, of either capturing or kill- 
ing the most noted bandit of the age, Of the 
two boys Bob, the younger, had y far the 
mcst courage and force of character. He 
was the dominant personality. Once settled 
down in that little house with the alleged 
Mr. Howard Bob became the director and 
the forceful quantity. His program was 
simplified; it was boyish: it was Merely to 
kill the noted train robber anywhere and 
anyhow. He overcame the arguments of his 
brother Charles and carried out his rogram, 

The boys must have been tolerably adroit 
in thelr rude way. They at least succeeded 
in lulling the suspicions of the most hunted 
man in the country, the man who had baf- 
fied and eluded United States officers, the 
Getectives of different States,.and all the 
forces employed gwar him. Jesse James 
and the two boys all went arméd at all times. 
aie agin eee ee oo littie house 
awa g the e ent of certain plans 
‘which. the bandit had in mind. James ameed 
about the house and made little improve- 
ments. One morning he was hanging up a 
cheap picture in the sitting-room, So long 
had he been pursued that he rarely ceased 
his watchfulness even with those who were 
his most intimate associates, but for once 
he forgot his caution, Bob Ford saw his op- 
portunity, leaped to his feet, shot with per- 
fect accuracy, and the train robber, who 
had seriously impatred the welfare of the 
State and who had become the most famous 
highwayman in: all the world, tumbled to 
the floor a mere small dead man of less than 
erdinary value. This is the simple story of 
the killing. 

I reached St. Joseph in the early morning 
and soon found the body of Jesse James. 
Of what influences assisted me I have noth- 
ing to say. They were but commonplace, 
semi-political perhaps, but practical and 
proper. I found Jying in a cheap coffin one 
of the most instgntioas t looking objects 
in the way of a dead man leversaw. I was 
astonished when I jooked upon him. I won- 
dered what insane fancy had possessed the 
famous Missouri editor, Maj. John Edwards, 
when in his writing, which had great force 
in the Southwestern community, he had 
given someth like a manly character to 
Jesse James and his gang of cutthroats.

tained. In Hot Springs, Ark., there is a 
queer old blind negro who wanders about 
from hotel to hotel in the evening, led by 
his little black granddaughter, and carrying 
a violin, which he plays in the corridors.

Homer of the Ozarks, and composes his own 
vords and hisown music. His greatest song 
is one in glorification of the exploits of 
Jesse James. I remember one stanza. It is 
as follows: 
Jesse James had a wife; 
She's a mourner all her life— 
His children, they were brave— 
The dirty little coward who shot Mr. Howard— 
And they laid Jesse James in his grave! 

It will be perceived that there is not much 
connection between the lines, and that the 
whole idea is rather vague. The air aecom- 
panying the words is the most lugubrious 
chant imaginable, but this doggerel, with 
its accompanying so-called music devised 
by this ignorant Arkansas negro, is popular 
even with cowboys upon the plains, and as- 
sists, with the dime novels and the cheap 
theaters, in giving an enduring fame to one 
of the most commonplace lawbreakers that 


ever lived. Butasto the story: 


As I have already said, I secured a photo- 
graph. I learned all about the incidents of 
the evening preceding my arrival. Of course 
the city became excited upon hearing of the 
death of a than so noted in his way as Jesse 
James; of course there gathered a great 
throng of people, and of course there were 
comments from a certain group among the 
rougher class of the community as to the 
infamy of shooting any man from behind: 


‘but there was no violent mob, no comments 


save these casual ones from the lowest 
classes, and no attempt to interfere with 
the two boys, who surrendered thmselves, 
and whom the Sheriff promptly conducted 
to the jail. There was no violent demon- 
stration of any sert. On the other hand, 
whatever may have been thought of what 
sume one called the “ unsportsmanlike "’ con- 
duct of these two boys, there was only a 
general sigh of relief.en the part of the St. 
Joseph community and gratulation that the 
State of Missouri had been_relieved at last 
of a costly and disreputable incubus. When 
I arrived in the'early morning there were 
but laughing and self-congratulatory crowds 
upon the street. 

I saw to the photographing of the dead 
man. I sent off a long dispatch, and then— 
it is unnecessary to tell why or how—a 
Sheriff's officer interviewed me, I was hur- 
ried to the St. Joseph jail, hustled through 
the revolving cage which formed its inner 
entrance, and a few moments later found 
myself locked up in the same cell with Char- 
ley and Bob Ford. 

In the ceil—not a very large one—which I 
entered lI found two young men,one of them 
dark-haired and rather slender, and, I .be- 
lieve, wearing a slight dark mustache... The 
other was shorter, stouter, keener faced, and 
with curling brown hair. I should say that 
the darker one might have been 22 or 2 
years of age, the younger, Bob, the one who 
shot Jesse James, about 18 years of age. 
This is only a casual guess at the ages of the 
two young men, but is probably not far 
out of the way. Supposing Bob, the slayer 
of Jesse James, to have been 18 at this time, 
he must have been, even at the end of the 
war, only 1 or 2 years of age. He could 
hardly have been one of the Confederate 
guerrillas of whom President Andrews 
speaks; neither could his brother, only 4 or 
5 years older, have taken much part in the 
fighting between ‘61 and "65. 

‘My cell roommates were at first disposed 
to be rather distant, but I told them frankly 
who I was and what I was, and explained a 
great deal and made it reasonably evident 
to them that whatever they might say to m¢ 
would be certainly not to their disadvantage. 
and possibly to their future benefit. In the 
end they gave me their confidence, and the 
outcome was a revelation of one of the most 
s'mple and commonplace things in the world. 
They were but a couple of foolish, dissipated 
boys, dime novel readers, a bad pair, with a 
certain shallow sharpness and a certaia 
physical courage. 

Charley ford, the elder, had been employed 
in a country store in the vicinity and had 
about him a certain style which indicated 
the country store clerk. Bob was just a 
curly-haired boy from the farm. Charley 
had somehow, possibly as the effect of John 
Edwards’ newspaper eloquence, become im- 
bued with the idea that the James boys were 
great chivalric characters with millions of 
dollars to be won. Somehow, too, possibly 
through relations—for all Cracker Neck 
country was intermarried—he had come into 
correspondence with Jesse James, and had, 
I understand, been with him on one 
unprofitable excursion. His brother 
Bob, younger but the stronger 
aud more cynical of the two, and by the way 
the more enthusiastic dime novel reader— 
had finally joined him in his adventures, 
but had turned them in another direction. 
Bob had more daring views. He didn’t pro- 
pose to become.a train robber himself, but a 


of his ‘ehildren,. There was a funeral in 
which ‘the grim old creature bore herself 
with be¢oming dignity, as did the wife of the 
dead man. There was no question as to the 
reality of the sorrow—to them. 

I believe Timberlake and Craig were 
among: the pallbearers.

So ended the killing and burial. The ex- 
rression of President Andrews that the slay- 
ers had been Confederate guerrillas in the 
war, orethat after the return of peace they 
“became t robbers as easy as privateers 
turn pirates,”’ is possibly corrected, as has 
beer thé previous assertion that thousands 
wished t) avenge the death of Jesse James. 

President Andrews speaks of the deep in- 
terest taken by Jesse James in the condition 
of the lof his brother Frank! This com- 
ment i8 @ curious thing in literature. Neith- 
er of the two was paying much attention to 
his 80 but if either gave the subject any 
attention Frank was assuredly the one. 
Jesse and Frank James were about as unlike 
as two male children born of the same father 
and mother could be. Jekse was small, 
dark-haired, and vicious. Frank was taller, 
more nearly blonde.or reddish of hair, with 
an ae Roman nose, bearing a queer sort 
of resemblance to the late famous “Artemus 
Ward” in his personal appearance. Why or 
how he.ever came to go-with his brother 
Jesse in his raiding expeditions it is difficult 
to imagine. As soon as Jesse was killed, 
and after Frank had escaped danger from 
prosecution, he became the most common- 
place sort of a man imaginable. I do not 
know what Frank is doing now. I have 
heard of him in a shoe store in Kansas City. 

Perhaps some additional light may be 
thrown upon the character of the James 
gang, and some additional facts giying an 
idea, of its potency in its immediate tommu- 
nity at the time of which I s k, by relat- 
ing certain circumstances following what I 
have said regarding the report sent from St. 
Joseph at the time of Jesse James’ death. 
All the ¢ountry desired the news when Jesse 
James Was killed. At the time of which I 
speak. Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, now one of the 
most widely-known newspaper proprietors 
in the world, was owner of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch: The afternoon after I reached 
St. Joseph he telegraphed earnestly for a full 
report, and telegraphed, oddly enough, to 
my own correspondent, the editor of the St. 
Joseph News. I was in the editorial rooms 
of the St. Joseph News at the moment a@ist- 
ing the editor while sending off my own dis- 
patehes. The request from Mr. Pulitzer was 
handed to me by a subordinate and I ex- 
plained, casually, that I would attend to 
Mr. Pulitzer’s dispatches while attending 
to my .own. I did so very earnestly. 
Extras were’ coming out every half hour in 
St.. Louls. it is very true that for two or 
three days Mr. Pulitzer’s dispatches chanced 
to have about the same news as my own 
ot an. heur, before, and that they may have 
lacked some degree of graphic quality in 
their relation, and it is certainly true that 
the. old four cylinder Hoe press of the St. 
Louis ronicle pounded away incessantly 
for three days in undisputed advance of all 
its competitors with the news, and so built 
up in.a week or two a status all its own. 
Mr. Pulitzer does not yet know of what hap- 
rened in St. Joseph on this occasion, and 
rone wil] be more ready to laugh should he 
chance see what I am now writing. It 
was but an application of his own maxim 
a “All is fair in love, war, and news-gather- 
ng.” 

So mush as to the incidents surrounding 
the death .of Jesse James, and as correct- 
ing the honest mistakes of the President of 
Brown University. It appears to me tha‘t 
President Andrews must somewhere 
have stumbled upon Maj. John Ed- 
wards’ ‘history, and accepted it at 
its face value. Never lived a 
man more Hkely to write from impulse. 
Possibly. Precident Andrews has derived his 
information from some other source, but 
it does not matter. He is mistaken. There 
is not a fact, not a little circumstance, in all 
I havé written which cannot be verified.

In October of the year that the new hos- 
pital building was occupied came the great 
fire, and as thé Hospital founder icoked 
over the scene.of desolation he said: ‘St. 
Luke’s is done for now.. Nobody Will have 
any money to give-in charity and I will be 
obliged to shut up shop.” But the flames 
that brought dire misfortune t& so many 
thousands was the greatest blessing that 
could have happened to St. Luke’s. The 
Relief and Aid Society needed large hospital 
accommodations for the destitute sick and 
chose St. Luke’s for the more respectable 
class. They furnished all the vacant rooms 
in the hospital, donated money to. pay for 
the building lot, and assumed the larger 
part of the running expenses. It was stipu- 
lated twenty-eight beds should be kept at the 
command of the society and in return, on the 
following year, the latter appropriated $28,- 
000 to the hospital, of which $16,000 was to 
be invested in real estaté. The investment 
was made in a large 1l0t, State and Fon- 
taine streets, where it was ‘intended to build 
the permanent hospital. The Relief and Aid 
Eociety did not use more ithan.four or five 
beds at a time after thé fire, so their gift was 
more of a godsend than it would have been 
if the full pound of flesh had been éxacted. 

St. Luke's weathéred the~panie of 1873 
that swamped so many charitable institu- 
tions, and the building fund crept up by 
slow stages to $4,000. In 1876.the Relief and 
Aid Society contributed $4,000 to the same 
fund, and in that year a dispensary was 
opened for free medical advice and minor 
surgical operations. Two years later E. K. 
Hubbard begged the brick and raised the 
money to erect a much-needed morgue, and 
in the same — the hospital was presented 
with its firs? endowed, bed—the rchman 
cot for children. Others followed quickly, 
and the outlook became so bright ?t was de- 
cided to reorganize under the genéral law, 
the special law under which the original 
charter was granted limiting the hospital to 


than offset by the superior arrangement of 
the hospital in general and by the unsur- 
passed facilities for the care and treatment 
of the sick and injured. On the ground 
floor are the offices, dispensary, emergency 
room, and kitchen, and in a detached build- 
ing on the same floor are the engine rooms 
and sleeping quarters for the employés. On 
the second floor are the Hibbard ward and 
wards supported by railroad companies and 
contractors, a special ward for severe surgi- 
cal cases, and the beautiful dining-room for 
the thirty-nine nurses of the hospital. The 
general offices are also on tflis floor. In the 
old building on this floor are the men's med- 
ical ward of fifteen beds, the St, Charles, and 
a special medical ward. 

The chapel, whichis rich with memorial 
windows, a marble font, and brass candeél- 
abra, is on the third floor. Here also are the 
Helen L. Fairbank, formerly the St. Eliza- 
beth, ward for women, the Getty ward for 
men, the Blue Cross room, the St. John ward, 
and a number of rooms supported and en- 
dowed by patrons of the institution. The 
ampitheater in which clinics are given 
three times a week during the winter to the 
students of the Northwestern Medical Col- 
lege, is on the fourth floor. On the same 
floor are the Florence ward, the maternity 
ward, the gynecological ward, the E. 8. 
Stickney room, and the St. Mary’s ward. 
On the fifth floor are many private rooms, 
large, airy, and luxuriantly furnished. Here 
also is the Locke ward for men, the diet 
kitchen, and in one of the wings is the Sol- 
omon A. Smith addition for nurses, The ar- 
rangements for the aceomodation of these 
ministering angels are bad and inadequate. 
Their sleeping-rooms are on one floor, their | 
cozy sitting-room a long distance away, the 
dining-room four floors below, and their lect- 
ure-room in the basement. But all this will 
be remedied shortly when a special building 
is erected for them on an adjoining site 
already owned by the hospital.
